A FRIGHTFUL FALL, 


Norman Chittick Killed ut the 
vator, 


New 


Norman Chittick, a tinner emploved 
onthe new elevator of the Northern t e- 
vator Company in the C.P.R. yards, 
Winnipeg. met with a frightfol death re- 
cently. Chittick was engaged with a 
fellow employee in putting on the gal- 
vanized iron sheeting on the east side of 
the building, when he slipped and fell 
headiong to the ground seventy 
feet below.

The accident happened abont © o'clock 
in the morning, and was caused by a 
gtaple giving way. The small staging on 
which Chittick and a companion named 
Armstrong were working, jast above the 
cornic, “as kept in place at the cide of 
the building by a emall rope, which was 
secured by 2 ataple driven into the wall.
